For Durante

he Round 6 match involving Marconi Stallions and 

Parramatta Power will long be remembered for 

one of the most controversial incidents in recent 
years. 

The tackle that has quite possibly ended the season for 
Power defender, Andrew Durante, and the ugly incidents 
involving both coaches and supporters, has sparked a great 
deal of debate in Australian soccer circles. 

‘The result, a 2-1 victory for Parramatta, is now considered 
of academic importance to many people involved with the 
club. 

In the 43rd minute, with the away side a goal to the good, 
Marconi captain Brad Maloney clattered into the 21 year old 
as he attempted to clear the ball. Replays indicated that 
Maloney leapt into the tackle with the studs of his boot raised 
on his shin, and Durante subsequently cartwheeled in the air 
before landing awkwardly. 

‘The 31 year old experienced midfielder, who played for 
Parramatta last season before returning to his former club, 
was sent off for the offence by referee Perry Mur, and has 
received a two match suspension for the red card and for seri- 
ous foul play.

he Young Socceroos departed for 
Te Korea on Sunday to play in a 

four nation tournament in the lead 
up to the World Youth Championship, tak- 
ing place in the United Arab Emirates in 
late November. 

Youttr coach . Ange — Postecoglou, 
announced the twenty man squad two weeks 
ago, with a few changes to the team that was 
initially prepared to contest the event in the 
Middle East earlier in the year, 

The problems in Iraq and concerns about 
security forced the re-scheduling of the 
championship to November, and Postecoglou 
has subsequently been forced tolook over the 
candidates for selection once agai 

“[’'m pretty happy with the side at the 
moment, I’ve had a good look at them and we 
are at the fine tuning stage of preparation” he 
said. 

Newcomers to the squad include former 
Sydney United lynchpin, Mile Jedinak (now 
with Varteks in Croatia), defenders Mark 
Milligan and Steve Pantelidis, and midfield- 
ers Anthony Danze and 18 year old Jobe 
Wheelhouse from Newcastle United. 

Postecoglou looks to have struck a fine 
balance in the squad, with David Tarka and 
Alex Wilkinson providing the basis for a 


solid backline, In midfield, hopes will rest 
with the creative qualities of Carl Valeri and 
South Melbourne duo Massimo Murdocca 
and Vince Lia, The defensive midfield posi- 
tion is likely to be contested by Brisbane’s 
Matthew McKay and recent addition Jedinak. 

Up front, Postecoglou has remained true to 
his original selection. Captain Scott 
McDonald will lead the charge, with capable 
support from the multi-talented Alex 
Brosque, Sydney Olympic’s Michael Baird 
makes up the forwards, although he is likely 
to start as a reserve for the team. 

These players have been rather busy of 
late, having returned from a two match tour 
of the host nation, during which the Young 
Socceroos drew the first match and’ won the 
second 2-0, the goals coming from Lia and 
McDonald. 

‘The group learned a great deal from these 
two matches according to Postecoglou. 

“We had a good look at the conditions- the 
weather and the ground, and we have a good 
feel for the place. We played well over there 
and we know what to expect” he said. 

‘The down side was the loss of Melbourne 
Knights defender Daniel Piorkowski, whose 
season has ended due to a knee injury sus- 
tained in the second minute of the first match.

Durante was replaced by Jacek 
Sobezyk, whose 2002-2003 campaign 
was also cut short with a season ending 
injury. 

Durante spoke about the trauma 
immediately after the tackle, which left 
him writhing in pain on the ground, from 
his home after an operation on his 
snapped tibia and fibia last week. 

“When it first happened, I knew I wa 
gone, I said to myself, ‘There goes the 
hard work that I put in’. I thought I had 
been having a very good season so far 
and that I was up for the Under 23s 
[Olyroos]. It was very confusing at the 
time. I felt upset, angry and frustrated” he 
said. 

Durante had signed for the Power on a 
‘one season contract from the Olympic 
Sharks in the off season. His two seasons 
at Olympic yielded a premiership and a 
win and a loss in consecutive grand 
finals. Promising performances in central 
midfield and defence last season had put 
him in good stead for national selection. 

He had hoped to cement his place in 
the Olyroos squad to contest for a place 
in the 2004 Athens Olympic Games foot- 
ball tournament with another impressive 
season. 

“J think I had some chance of playing 
in the Under 23s, I'm not saying I would 
of definitely been there, but | would say 
that I had a decent chance” he said.

return to the playing field in six to twelve 
months time. 

“The doctor said the operation went 
well and that I was lucky that it was a 
clean break. He has inserted a plate along 
the main bone and I have a thick cast 
over it at the moment. I’m not sure how 
long I will have this cast on for” he 
explained. 

“I've been thinking a lot about the 
incident over the past week and I've 
realised that nothing can be done about it. 
It's important to be positive and right 
now I’m setting short and long term goals 
for myself. At the club we have good 
staff, and guys like [strength and condi- 
tioning coach] Darren Burgess have real- 
ly looked after me.” 

The left sided defender opted to stay 
clear of a personal clash with Maloney 
over the incident. 

“T'm not really sure what is happening 
with him yet, but he will front the courts 
‘on Monday and that is none of my con- 
cern” he said. “I couldn’t care less about 
Maloney right now, I’m just concerned 
about my life and getting myself better.” 

‘The incidents that occurred on the 
touchline as both Durante and Maloney 
left the field has also been brought under 
scrutiny. 

‘As Maloney walked off the pitch hay- 
ing been red carded, sections of the 
gallery at Marconi Stadium applauded 
the captain, and the mortified Parramatta 
coach, Nick Theodorakopoulos, remon- 
strated with the fans. 

Operations manager for the Parramatta 
Power, Grahame Mees supported the 
coach. 


“We agree with Nick [Theodorako- 
poulos] that no acceptance of the tackle 
was required. There was a general air of 
congratulations, and this showed a lack 
of discipline towards Maloney” he said. 

“We are horrified at the extent of the 
injury and we consider this incident 
unfortunate to both parties, for Durante 
and for Maloney, whose reputation will 
be severely damaged. It certainly hurts 
the league to look at that tackle and we 
hope the head body will come up with the 
correct punishment”he said: 

Marconi coach, Jean Paul de Marigny, 
and Maloney, will appear before the NSL 
Disciplinary Tribunal (3/9) on charges of 
unsporting behaviour based on alleged 
gestures that occured following the tack- 
Te. De Marigny stated that he felt ‘disap- 
pointed’ at suggestions that he 
encouraged his players to play rough dur- 
ing this fixture. 

“They have suggested that I have done 
the ‘high five’ with Maloney as he 
walked off. I find this degrading and a 
dig on my name, my integrity and my 
professionalism. You've got to wonder 
about the ethics of these people, obvious- 
ly they don’t realise what football is 
about. It is sad that the game has come to 
this” he said. 

“The gesture that I made to Brad 
Maloney was simply saying ‘chin up’ 
and I'll talk to you after the game. I was 
not saying ‘well done’. Before and dur- 
ing each training session, I shake hands 
with the players as a gesture of unity.” 

‘The coach also hit out against the sug- 
gestion that the supporters were congrat- 
‘lating Maloney on the tackle. 


“This is ludicrous, the supporters were 
supporting their team and the player 
[Maloney] was simply acknowledging 
them.” 

He also defended the playing style of 
his team-and his captain, 

“T’ve seen the tackle many times on 
replay. Bugsy was running full on, it was 
too late for him to pull out, agd unfortu- 
nately it connected,.We have contacted 
Andrew and his family, and we will visit 
him this week.” 

“Brad Maloney is a winner, a top pro- 
fessional person who has played at dif- 
ferent levels of the game, Most people 
have the utmost respect for him, 

Now we've got to deal with this as a 
squad, obviously it is not pleasant. 

“But the boys have responded well, we 
are a tight group and this will bring us 
closer together, We are an intense and 
competitive squad; and many people are 
concerned that we will be a threat [to the 
competition] this season” he said, 

‘The impact of this incident on both 
clubs is yet to be seen. 

Parramatta will be forced to play the 
remainder of the season without one of * 
their most talented and inspirational 
defenders, and their depth will be tested 
as they battle for the championship.

hen Peter 
W« ilson, 

Australia’s 
1974 World Cup captain, 
told ‘Shoot? magazine in 
England in May of that 
year that he hoped 
Australian soccer would 


be put on the map, was he 
too hopeful? 


Australia was riding the 
euphoria of fame, glamour, 
and success at the highest 
court in the world. 

+ Labour leader Gough 
Whitlam’s campaign slogan 
as he strove for the 1972 
Prime Ministership was 
“It’s Time!” 

Tt certainly was for him; 
and it was also for the 
Australian Soccer 


Federation and all the 
lovers of the ‘beautiful 
game’ Down Under. 

” Whitlam became Prime 
Minister and was one of the 
greatest Australian vision- 
aries and statesmen. “It’s 
Time’ was certainly time 
for Australia to rise to a 
new level, among other 
areas, culturally, education- 
ally, socially and in sport. 

Remember that it was 
Whitlam who asked the late 
Frank Stewart, the then 
national Minister for 
Tourism and Recreation, to 
initiate a study group into 
the formation of the 
Australian Institute of 
Sport, a world first. Rale 
Rasic was a member of the 
study group that set the 
groundwork for the forma- 
tion of the AIS in Canberra. 

Australian soccer 
believed that it was also 
time with the emergence of 
our World Cup qualifica- 
tion; and also the appoint- 
ment of a National Director 
of Coaching in Eric 
Worthington. 

Rasic and Worthington 
set about transforming the 
horizon.

The 
coaching profession 
became a respected and 
valued body. 

Together with football 
popularity and coaching 
development, surely was 
our nation to progress? 

However, since then - 
and this is written in the 
history books — we have 
struggled to reach another 
World Cup Finals place. 
We tried with Englishmen, 
Scotsmen, Germans, 
Yugoslavs and Australians 
at the helm. Nothing 
seemed to work. 

We tried English ideas, 
South American ideas, 
nearly every overseas ‘you, 
beaut thing’ that was going. 

Yet, why could nations 
such as South Korea and 
the United States of 
America reach so many 
Finals? 

Even + England only 
reached the 1990 World 
Cup Finals — and did quite 
wel] — since winning the 
trophy in 1966. Still, no 
great shakes. 

Maybe it needs to be 
realised *tfat “Australia is 
unique in many respects, 

From our* Aboriginal 
ancestry to British coloni- 
sation to the present, we 
were — and still are — the 
odd one out. Close to our 
north is Asia and various 


Polynesian, Melanesian 
and Micronesian states are 
to our east. 

We're not half way 
around the world, we're all 
the way around; 24 hours 
flying time from Europe, 14 
from USA west coast, and 
the same from South 
America and Africa. 

We speak predominantly 
English. 

But we have one thing in 
our favour — we're multi- 
cultural. We open our arms 
to all peoples of the world. 
We share, integrate and, 
along with our anglophile 
history, enmesh a 
uniquely Aussie a 
flavour. Z

COLOSIMO 
WANTS SUCCESS

PROFESSOR FAILS 
FIRST TERM 


The. disintegration of the once 
mighty Leeds United is saddening. 

With little fanfare, Leeds United, 
under the its new boss Professor John 
McKenzie, released their financial 
results to the London Stock 
Exchange this week — it’s a horror 
story. 

But the trading losses don’t them- 
selves reveal the extent of the mis- 
management at the EPL club that 
boasts such extensive Australian 
tinks. 

They are about AUD$200,000,000 
in debt, losing more money, third bot- 


tom in the league and this week were - 


bundled out of the Carling Cup by 
Manchester Uniteds reserve team. 
They are losing an average of AUD 
$1,000,000 every week of the year, 
and that’s after the spending cuts. 

Of greatest concer though is the 
prevailing management, their attitude 
and Tack of vision. 

The good professor responded 


with a great one liner “they lived the - 


dream while we inherited the night- 
mare” which was his thinly veiled 
attack on his predecessor, Peter 
Risedale. 

 Risedale was extravagant, under 
his guidance spending exceeded 
income, management was mediocre 
while long term planing was poor. 
But Mckenzie is using Risedale as an 
excuse for his boards own failings. 
And Risedale was answerable to a 
board, some of whom continue work- 


ing with the professor. 

‘Mckenzie proudly boasted he has 
“slashed” spending at Leeds by £20m 
annually. 

You don’t need a Masters of 
Economics to work out the current 
loss is £39m so cutting £20m from 
this will leave a£19m shortfall. How 
will this be ddressed? 

And the companies net assets have 
fallen over the year from £109m to 
£60m. 

Players sold off include the likes 
of Rio Ferdinand, Jonathan 
Woodgate, Harry Kewell and Robbie 
Fowler. 

Selling off your best players and 
recruiting little will inhibit your 
onfield performance, impacting on 
your crowds, merchandising rey- 
enue, TV revenue and prize-money, 
leading to reduced turnovers and 
increased losses, 

Sadly, the good professor has 
failed to identify anything positive on 
the horizon for Leeds fans. The club 
is performing poorly on the pitch, 
more great players are likely to leave 
the club in January and the only hope 
is a Saudi Prince, a long time Leeds 
fan who has contributed £5m, might 
be prepared to contribute a little 
more. 

But, he might not! 

Another real concern is the shock 
and horror McKenzie expressed over 
the player financing Leeds utilised 
through third party financial houses 
as well as the securitisation of future 
gate receipts and television revenue. 

This was hardly concealed by the 
previous administration. Infact this 
Paper first wrote about the inherent 
tisks associated with this strategy in 
August 2003. My source was nothing 
more that the notes attaching to the 
Leeds United annual report to the 
London Stock Exchange and other 
publicly available data. 

ABSW has written of the associat 
ed risks repeatedly over the last 14 
months. Surely the professor was 
well aware of the implications of this 
high risk strategy, maybe a subserip- 
tion to ABSW should be on his shop- 
ping list. 

Mackenzie tried to justify the

financing techniques suggesting 
everyone did at, we are one of at least 
five clubs including Everton that did 
this. 

‘The heard mentality defence is 
naive — and as the good professor 
well knows, if used sensibly to pro- 
vide income producing assets (ie: 
increased seating) such financial 
structuring can provide sustainable 
Jong term financial income streams 
for a club. Any of the professors first 
year finance students could have 
worked out the flawed internal rates 
of return on the Leeds investment. 

Professor fails to publicly 
acknowledge Leeds sold forward 
future income to cover current years 
income shortfalls so the club is now a 
financial basket case. 

Peter Risedale is not solely respon- 
sible. He was answerable to his board 
of directors who had to authorise the 
complex financial transactions such 
as the deal with Celtic over Mark 
Viduka. 18 months ago. the transfer 
market was vibrant so that deal 
looked a winner - Viduka could have 
been sold for £50m. But Leeds didn’t 
sell and the market moved against 
them. 2 

Leeds are now likely to face 
administration wether they are tele- 
gated or not. 

Professor McKenzie is about to 
move into a non executive role as for- 
mer Chelsea chief executive Trevor 
Birch is taking over the poison chal- 
ice as Leeds Chief Executive. 

Birch left Chelsea with a massive 
debt, Chelsea were saved by Roman 
Abrimovich. Without the Rissians 
oil. millions Chelsea would have 
remained heavily in debt as opposed 
to spending like no other club any- 
where in the world has ever been able 
to spend. Birch was not retained by 
Abramovich. 

McKenzie confidently boasted this 
week “we have taken £20m of costs 
‘out of the business and haye rebuilt 
the management team and as such it 
is now possible to begin to look for- 
ward with some confidence.” 
Hopefully some more positive news 
will flow from Leeds because the 
chairman moving to a non executive 


year. 
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role combined with the recruitment 
of Birch with his chequered past is a 
Tong corner kick away from “rebuild- 
ing the management team”. 

And critically, one hopes 
McKenzie is not relinquishing his 
‘executive position due to his apparent 
time constraints. 

For the sake of the football com- 
munity, the integrity of the FA and 
the good of the code, Leeds-must not 
be allowed to “do a Leicester”, they 
can’t be allowed to enter administra- 
tion, write off their debts then return 
to the Premiership with an unfair 
advantage over the clubs practicing 
prudent financial management- no 
debt. 

Any team entering administration 
should be forced to drop down at 
least one division — otherwise the 
crowd mentality may prevail, every- 
one may take this soft option. 


WORRIED SUITS 

‘The Qantas lounge at Sydney air- 
port has been the venue of many high 
profile meetings, discussions and 
anxious moments. 

On Wednesday afternoon the 
directors of the various NSL Clubs 
had reason to share this anxiety, they 
had just finished their NSL briefing 
on the proposals for next season. 

Few club directors were comfort- 
able. 

Even the NSL’s most powerful 
clubs face anxious moments, they:

SNS - In 1977 the National Soccer 
League-kicked-off with a grand vision, 
Could you take us through this vision for 
the NSL... 


(TS)The whole idea of a National 
Soccer League started long before that 
(1977), It was an idea dominant in the 
minds of many of the Australian Soccer 
people, going as far back as the late 1950s. 
The first official mentioning of the idea 
arrived in 1965, when the only soccer 
newspaper of the day, SOCCER WORLD 
, the green paper, had a front page heading 
National League Predicted. 

‘The clubs themselves were yery inter- 
ested in such a proposal and funnily 
enough, the first genuine meeting held 
was chaired by Alex Pongrass and a young 
chap by a young chap, Frank Lowy. 
Between them they organised the first 
meeting, laid down the idea for discussion 
with the representatives that turned up and 
from this there were further meetings. 

The only sticking problem really was 
the Melbourne clubs that were a little wary 
about the idea. Sydney, Brisbane, 
Wollongong, Adelaide, Newcastle were 
all interested and willing to go ahead with 
a National competition. Melbourne even- 
tually came in after the formation of the 
Australian Soccer Federation. 

The.ASF had stepped in stating to the 
clubs that this was a go-er, that there 
would be no more talking and that it was 
to kick-off in 1977, eleven years after the 
first words were thrown around. 

The ASE, led by Sir Arthur George, was 
formed to inyestigate, enquire, discuss and 
came up with a plan for the National 
League as it existed at the time, 


SNS -. The public perception of the 
NSL today is that something has gone

wrong in these past 28 years. What do 
you think has gone wrong, if anything at 
all, in this time? 


(TS)People say it (NSL) has gone 
wrong but pardon me, isn’t it still going? 
‘When things go wrong either they break 
and you discard them, or you replace them 
with something better. The only unfortu- 
nate point has been with the fiddling of the 
NSL in the way it has been run over the 
twenty-eight years, 

Whether they’ve gone wrong with 
forming conferences, not having relega- 
tion and promotion, and hence a second 
division is up to the real experts, but the 
league is still there. If people can say that 
the league has gone wrong, how come we 
have produced more than one hundred 
players now overseas in the top clubs and 
earning top money? 

Where do Harry Kewell, Mark Viduka, 
Aurelio Vidmar, Mark Bosnich, Charlie 
Yankos, Frank Farina, Robbie Slater, Stan 
Lazaridis and so on, actually come from? 
‘They certainly could not come from an 
area that is not doing well. They must have 
learnt their trade before going away. 

Tn Australia, we (soccer) were the first 
football code to institute a National 
League in Australia, The others are doing 
it now, but we were the ones to set the 
standard. 

Simply, the fact that the League is still 
going, still attracting a percentage of spec- 
tators is a good indication that they must 
be going right in some way. 

My belief is that if we could ever get a 
fair and equitable amount of publicity 
from the media, as is the case with other 
the other codes, we might see a vast dif- 
ference in attendance figures, and better 
respect from the sports editors,

But Maloney must front the tribunal to 
learn if there will be any additional penalty 
for the red card offence. 

He and De Marigny have also been 
charged for unsporting behaviour following 
“alleged gestures that occurred as Maloney 
departed the playing arena”. 

Durante is expected to be out for 9-12 
months~after undergoing surgery yesterday 
on a broken tibia and fibia halfway up his 
shin suffered from the tackle by Maloney, 
who was immediately sent off by referee 
Perry Mur. 

Durante will first spend 10 days in hospital 
before beginning his long recovery. 

‘The tribunal hearing will be held at the

THE STALLIONS-POWER 
AFTERMATH 


Brad Maloney’s red card and Andrew Durante suf- 
fering a broken leg seemed to have caught the atten- 
tion of many Australian sports lovers this past week. 

Its sad how bad incidents haye surfaced itself on 
commercial television. We soccer followers starve for 
LIVE National League coverage and get nothing but a 
week which saw a bad incident got a reply over and 
over again on Channel 10’s Sports Tonight last 
Monday evening. 

The game itself did produce high drama and ten- 
sion but the obvious talking point was whether 
Maloney deserved his marching orders or not? 

Many on-lookers at Marconi Stadium felt that 
Maloney’s send-off was just however the home fans 
certainly thought otherwise. 

‘The former Power midfielder was given a standing 
ovation by the home-crowd after receiving a reported 
‘high-five’ from coach JP after the player saw red. 

Whether these incidents were true or not, it really 
points to the question of sportsmanship. 

Knowing both Maloney and JP's experience in the 
National League I certainly have my doubts on what 
was stated above, 

Whichever way you take it; soccer followers will 
always have a different opinion from each other, 

Power officials were seething after the match when 
news filtered through that ‘Dura’ broke his leg in two 
spots and immediately asked for a reply of the matter 
at the ASA Tribunal last Monday evening. 

Both Nick Theo and JP had some interesting words 
to say to each other during the game but ‘as it always 
happens’, both kissed and made up after the game. 

Coach Nick Theo certainly knows what young 
Durante is going through as his career was cut to a 
premature end when he broke his leg three times. 

Parramatta Power player Peter Zorbas explained 
that once the incident had occurred, the whole Power 
bench were at loggerheads with Maloney. 

“When we heard the crowd cheering and seeing a 
few actions that did not go down well the Power 
bench, we all couldn’t believe what was going on after 
‘Dura’ broke his leg. The guy was in so much pain 


+ and seeing all this happen with our very own eyes was 


disturbing”. 

There were two conclusions to this incident that has 
Jeft Durante sidelined for up to 12 months. 

*Some people haye argued that it was not 
Maloney’s fault and that the force of Durante’s 
attempted clearance was met in the defence of 
Brad protecting himself from the clearance, The 
impact of Durante’s clearance was met upon with 


a launching Maloney that resulted in the Power 
player somersaulting and landing awkwardly. 

*The case against Maloney has it that the 
Stallions player lunged at Durante in a malicious 
manner with no attempt of playing the ball result- 
ing in the ugly incident. 

Durante actually spoke on this issue on Channel 
10’s Spotts Tonight and stated that no player in the 
National League would come out and break some- 
one’s leg which in this case meant that he thought 
Maloney’s tackle was by no means meant in any mal- 
ice however the situation has gone to the tribunal. 

‘The outcome sits with the ASA tribunal committee 
who did reach a verdict last night but due to deadline 
reasons ABSW could not publish the final result. 

This is not the first time the 21-year-old has been to 
hospital. The former Olympic Sharks stopper was shot 
with a rifle dislodging a plastic pellet just below his 
chest four years ago during trials for the then Sydney 
Olympic Colts side at Steel Park in Marrickville. 

Unfortunately whatever the outcome is, the dis- 
turbing news is that ‘Dura’ will be out of action for 
quite a long time, so if a punishment is reach, what 
difference would that make for the young stopper? 

A question must be raised though on this topic — 
should the Power claim any form of compensation? 

Simon Colosimo’s broken leg at the hands of the 
then Manchester United striker Andy Cole sparked an 
uproar between Aussie club Carlton and the English 
giants. 

Although nothing was seen from this matter, it did 
make the main headlines across the country!

During that amazing event most of the leading soccer jour- 
nalists/presenters from Italy were here and on several occa- 
sions Thad the opportunity of asking them, who was the Serie 
‘A coach that they most liked and why? 

Almost always the answer was Carletto Mazzone, 

‘The choice seemed to be faitly clear to most for several rea- 
sons, Mazzone, currently in charge of Bologna, offered many 
things that most others didn’t. 

Mazzone is a passionate character who has been around the 
Italian football scene for what seems to have been an etemity. 

He is 66 years old and is proud to be Roman, He speaks with 
an unmistakable Roman accent and is literally adored in Rome 
despite having spent so few of his professional years there. 

Asa player he played for Roma, Spal, Siena and Ascoli. It 
was a reasonable, but certainly not a distinguished, career as a 
player, Itisin coaching that he has made his name and is wide- 
ly loved. However, the irony is that he has never won’a Serie 
A league title (Scudetto). 

It was way back in 1968/69 that he made he coaching debut 
in the old Third Division with Ascoli. During his time at Ascoli 
he formed a special bond with the then club president, 
Costantino Rozzi, and he remained with the 


Third Division, Ascoli were pro- 
ie Serie B, Two more seasons there and finally a 
‘erie A. promotion arrived for little Ascoli. It was the 1974/75 
Season and Mazzone had guided the little club to its Mecea. 

Tt was to be Mazzone’s debut in the Serie A, where he 
remained for 11 consecutive years, and by now he was in 
demand elsewhere. He moved to Fiorentina for the next three 
years and achieved a third place finish, his best ever result, and 
then he moved on to Catanzaro, then also a Serie A club, 

In 1980/81 he returned to Ascoli for five more Serie A years 
and his bond with the little Adriatic city was consolidated. 

So strong is that bond that only a few months ago newly 
promoted Ancona, a neighbouring and rival city to Ascoli, 
Wanted to sign Mazzone for their return to the Serie A but, 
after strong objections from Ancona supporters, they decided 
that could never accept an Ascoli man on their bench! 

It was in 1985/86 that he first coached Bologna, then in the 
Serie B, but he only lasted a year before moving onto Lecce for 
four years: The first two were in the Serie B but for the latter 
two Lecce were promoted, 

In 1990/91 he spent a year at Pescara in the Serie B but he 
has never coached in that division since, 

Mazzone then moved toa club, that like Ascoli, he will for- 
ever be associated with ~ Cagliari. It was only for two years 
but he formed a special bond with Cagliari supporters and he 
is generally loved in the little Sardinian city. 

Finally in 1993/94 he had made it onto the bench of his 
beloved Roma, Results wise they were three mixed years there 
but, given, that it is the club of his birthplace, he is still very 
much widely, applauded when he visits as an away coach at 
Roma games. Roma loved the fact that a local was in charge 
and Mazzone loved them too. He still does. 

Then in 1996/97 he returned once more to Cagliari. It was 
only for a season but the Cagliari-Mazzone relationship was 
further strengthened, 

After a short and unsuccessful half season at Napoli, 
Mazzone returned to Bologna in 1998/99. Perhaps it is only in 
Naples that one can say that Mazzone failed 

Back at Bologna he linked up with the great Roberto Baggio 
and Bologna supporters loved every minute of it. Baggio 
became his old self and leading Serie A goalscorer and 
Mazzone became part of Bologna folklore. 

‘Then after that season he moved to Perugia for two years 
and then to Brescia for two more years. Needless to say 
Mazzone was loved at both Perugia and Brescia and especial- 
ly at the latter because the Mazzone-Baggio partnership was 
tekindled. 

So itcameas no surprise that when Bologna was looking for 
coach only a matter of days before the start of this season that 
they turned to Mazzone for guidance a third time. 

He may not have won a Scudetto, because generally he was 
always associated with lesser-known clubs, but there is no 
more widely loved coach in Ttaly. Mazzone is a true legend in 
every respect and don’t just take my word for it. Ask Ascoli, 
Cagliari, Roma, Bologna, Perugia and Brescia supporters just 
for starters. Rarely has a coach left such a vivid impression at 
every place he has worked. Take a bow Carletto Mazzone.
